The yard does not yet have a dock.. About two years ago it was planned 
that a floating dock world be built there but the plan fell through 
for lack of iron and steel as well as the impossibility of finding 
space for a dock pit* Hoy; it is planned to build a dry dock* For 
tills purpose it v/as planned to use the eld steel rabbeting from the 
former Rerick Luftvjaffe harbor. The material turned out to be in 
an advanced state of decay due to rust. An attempt is now being 
mde to secure rabbeting elsewhere*
